General 

The National Archives of the United States docu- 
ment American history from the First Continental 
Congress and include the permanently valuable rec- 
ords of the three branches of the Federal Govern- 
ment. The archives are preserved and made avail- 
able because of their continuing practical utility for 
the necessary processes of government, for the pro- 
tection of both public and private rights, and for re- 
search use by scholars, students, and the general 
public. The General Services Administration, 
through the National Archives and Records Service 
(NARS), is responsible for administering the National 
Archives of the United States. NARS operates a na- 
tionwide system of depositories that include the Na- 
tional Archives Building in Washington, D.C., eight 
Presidential libraries, and Federal records centers, 
11 of which include archives branches. 

Regional Archives Branches 

The 11 regional archives branches, established in 
1969, generally preserve and make available for re- 
search use those U.S. Government records of per-* 
manent value created and maintained by field offices 
of Federal agencies that are useful primarily for doc- 
umenting regional and local activities. In addition to 
accessioning original records, regional archives 
branches have begun to acquire and will receive over 
a period of years copies of many of the NARS micro- 
film publications, which are described below. Re- 
search rooms, a basic reference library, microfilm 
reading equipment, and document reproduction fa- 
cilities are available at the archives branches. Re- 
gional archives are housed in stack areas with auto- 
matically controlled temperature and humidity. Re- 
gional archives branches are responsible for a 
variety of archival functions, including arranging rec- 
ords, preparing finding aids, performing reference 
services, preserving documents, and declassifying 
records. They also prepare exhibits of their holdings, 
provide consultant services to institutions on exhibit- 
ing and preserving records, and work with colleges 
and universities in developing programs whereby 
students and faculty may make more effective use of 
archival resources in research projects. Thus stu- 
dents are provided with a valuable opportunity to 
learn about primary sources and to develop skills in 
their use. 
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Most branches periodically sponsor symposia in 
cooperation with other institutions or scholarly orga- 
nizations. The symposia bring together interested 
persons to discuss archival administration or re- 
search potential of the branches’ holdings and of 
other depositories in the regions. 


Records Holdings 

Archival holdings vary from region to region. As a 
rule, each regional archives branch accessions rec- 
ords from field offices of Federal agencies located in 
the region served by that branch. Because certain 
Federal field activities are normally performed in all 
regions, many of the records accessioned by the 
several archives branches are similar. Briefly de- 
scribed below are records common to most branches 
and records unique to a few branches. For additional 
information on particular holdings, inquiries should 
be directed to the appropriate branch. 


Records Common to Several Branches 

Records of District Courts of the United States. 
These include criminal, civil, admiralty, and bank- 
ruptcy dockets and case files, indexes, and related 
records. Depending upon when the court was estab- 
lished, these records are dated from 1789 to the late 
1950s. In addition, some archives branches have 
British Vice-Admiralty records, U.S. circuit court rec- 
ords, Confederate district court records, and U. S. ter- 
ritorial court records. Branches have also acces- 
sioned records of U.S. attorneys and marshals, 
which are closely related to the U.S. district court 
records. 


Records of the United Courts of Appeals. These 
include appellate jurisdiction dockets and case files 
dating from 1891 to the late 1950s. 


Records of the Bureau of Indian Affairs . Included 
are a wide variety of records documenting the field 
activities of the Bureau, such as reports; administra- 
tive and correspondence files; birth, death, and mar- 
riage registers; censuses of tribes; and school rec- 
ords. The records are dated from the mid-19th century 
to 1952. Records of some discontinued superinten- 
cies, agencies, and schools are in the National Ar- 
chives Building, Washington, D.C. (most of these rec- 
ords are dated before 1900).

Other records. In addition to the above, records 
have been or soon will be accessioned by some ar- 
chives branches from field offices of the following 
agencies: Bureau of Land Management and National 
Park Service, Department of the Interior; Forest 
Service, Department of Agriculture; Bureau of the 
Census, Department of Commerce; Internal Reve- 
nue Service and Bureau of the Mint, Department of 
the Treasury; and U.S. Coast Guard, Department of 
Transportation. Records of some terminated agen- 
cies have also been accessioned. These include 
records of the War Manpower Commission, Wage 
and Salary Stabilization Boards of the Economic 
Stabilization Agency, Office of the Housing Expedi- 
ter, Office of Price Administration, National Recovery 
Administration, Committee on Fair Employment 
Practice, Office of Price Stabilization, Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity, Community Services Administra- 
tion, and the Bicentennial Administration. All ar- 
chives branches have received copies of the study 
reports of the Public Land Law Review Commission, 
a survey of the natural resources of the United 
States. 


Records Unique to a Single Branch 

Of special interest are records of the Government 
of American Samoa, 1899-1965, in the Archives 
Branch, San Francisco; the registration cards for the 
24 million men who registered for the U.S. draft, 
1917-18, in the Archives Branch, Atlanta; and records 
of the Office of the Governor of Alaska, 1884-1958, 
records of the U.S. Commission for the U.S. Science 
Exhibit at the Seattle World’s Fair, 1956-63, and the 
papers of Sir Henry Wellcome, 1856-1936, in the Ar- 
chives Branch, Seattle. 
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Holdings of Microfilm Publications 

NARS is depositing in regional archives branches 
copies of its microfilm publications. These publica- 
tions, on 35- and 16-mm. microfilm, reproduce with 
introductions and annotations some of the most sig- 
nificant records in the National Archives Building. 

They contain basic documentation for the study of 
history, economics, public administration, political 
science, law, ethnology, genealogy, and other sub- 
jects. Included are records of U.S. diplomatic 
missions, large bodies of material relating to Indian 
affairs, the Revolutionary and Civil Wars, German 
records captured at the end of World War II, territorial 
papers, and census returns, including the 1910 cen- 
sus. Prologue: The Journal of the National Archives 
periodically lists the microfilm publications deposited 
in the regional archives branches.
